If You Have Any RBlIcs oftlio Primitive 


Tribe Send Them to the Mnaeum of 


tlie Ohio Slate University. 


The Ohio State University and The 


Ohio Archaeological and Historical so- 
ciety have been engaged during the 
past three years in,making a large and 
important collection of Indian, Mound 
Builder and pioneer relics. These have 
been placed in an absolutely fire-proof 
museum on the gronnds of the Ohio 
State university at Columbus. 


While Ohio is the richest state in the 


remains of the Aborigines, it was not 
until recently that the state collection 
became large enough to be favorably 
compared with similar exhibits in the 
Eastern mnseums. For many years 
Ohio has been despoiled of valuable 
and interesting relics by these Eastern 
institutions. 
Our own people have 


given the subject of the preservation 
and stndy, of these things very little 
thought. 


There are in the hands of persons 


over the state many thousands of stone, 
bone and clay objects made and used 
by primitive tribes; old books, manu- 
scripts, land grants, old letters and 
other historical documents relating to 
the settlement of Ohio; pioneer relics, 
such as old clocks, spinning wheel?, 
flails, 
wooden springs, 
; coins, etc. 


These will become lost or scattered. 
That they should be preserved and 
properly labeled and cared for in behalf 
of future generations, goes without 
saying. 


The Museum at the Ohio State uni- 


versity is the proper repository for all 
such things. 
Once placed there they 


can never be burned or stolen. 
Every 


specimen in the Museum is properly 
labeled with the name of the person 
who donated it, the date and other 
particulars. The State Historical soci- 
ety, together with the university, de- 
sire to make a strong plea to the peo-' 
pie of Ohio to send by express or 
freight any relics in their possession. 
The charges on same will gladly be 
paid by the Mnseum and due credit 
given tho donors. From those who do 
not care to donate, specimens will be 
received on loan, snbject to withdrawal 
at the option of the owner. 


The curator of the university will be 


glad to correspond with all patriotic 
persons 
regarding the work of the 


Museum and the character of its ex - 
hibits.

A Cincinnati paper recently pub- 


lished a number of letters from Ohio 
congressmen giving their views as to 
proposed legislation. 
Among others, 


Congressman Fentou expressed himself 
as follows: 


"I do not look for any legislation of 


importance during the. coming session 
touchng either the tariff or financial 
matters. I see no immediate necessity 
for the latter, since the people have 
emphatically 
indorsed the existing 


financial system, in the belief that it 
can not be materially improved by 
radical legislation, which, if attempted, 
might greatly disturb or impede the 
prospective improvement in the busi- 
ness of the country. 


"I should favor tho introduction of 


a protective-tariff measure if it seemed 
possible for such a measure to become 
a law before March 4, but I do not con- 
sider this possible. I would favor the 
passage of the Dingley tariff bill, as a 
temporary expedient only, for increas- 
ing the revenue, until a bill can be 
formulated and passed embodying am- 
ple protective features.''

There have [been 
many 
radical 


changes in the bnild of several of the 
higher grade machines, and the wheels 
this coming year are expected to em- 
brace many improvements for the bet- 
ter. 
There is a tendensy among the 


manufacturers to make the 
wheels 


some,what heavier than the 1896 model. 
Inside connection with flush joints are 
being used extensively. 


Many of the firms are using the 


square section crank, which has been 
for a long time popular in England. 
They are also using a new type of hub 
bearings, known as disk adjusting. In 
this-the cores are immovable on the 
axle. 
The disk of the cups is inward, 


the cnpg screwing into the hub ends. 
Permanent alignment of the ball races 
and a constant adjustment of the cups 
are claimed for this method of con- 
struction. 
The wheels may be taken 


entirely ^from the frame for replace- 
ment of a tire or any other repair and 
then put back without disturbing the 
adjustment. 
Another novelty is the 


D section tubing which many firms are 
using for rear forks. The once popular 
tire of- smooth, slippery surface is 
doomed. 
It has almost wholly disap- 


peared, because attention is now cen- 
tered in the rough-tread tire. 


A few of the manufacturers are hold- 


ing back with their 1897 models, 
hoping to profit from the experience of 
rival houses. 
There is no difference in 


the general appearance of the Dayton. 
Large tubing has always beeu one of 
their features, and the manufacturer 
has no idea of changing. On all single 
wheels and taudetns l^'-inch tubing is 
used for the entire main frame, with 
rear forks %-iuch and fit-ays %-inch in 
diameter, as previously used. 
The 


front fork, with the double crown, is 
altered only in the width of the crown, 
which has been narrowed to 1 % inches 
between 
the fork sides. 
A slight 


change in the hubs is brought about by 
a reduction of the distance between the 
spnke flanges of the rear hub and its
